Th« simple and effective method of 
teadhing English to the children of Ital­ 
ians, Portuguese, Polish and German 
Jews used in the north end schools of 
Boston might profitably be adopted by 
other cities which are obliged to face 
the fact that within (heir borders are 
thousands of foreign children who know 
nothing of the customs, institutions or 
language of this country. A writer in 
the Boston Transcript thus describes tho 
method: 


The children, within fk few days after 
their arrival, are sent to tho public 
schools, as a rule without compulsion, 
and here they are first of all timght the 
English language. It is done by a sys­ 
tem of objoct lessons. The teachers in 
tho elementary rooms are yomig womon, 
aa men would not be patient enough to 
accomplish the best results. 


The teacher may point to her eye and 
say, “ This is my eye,” repeating it sev­ 
eral times and requiring the pupils to 
repeat it in unison. Other portions of 
the body are pointed out in a similar 
manner, and then fam iliar objects in 
the room are in the same way brought 
to the attention of the children. 


Later, when thoy have made sufflcient 
progress in the language, it bccomos de­ 
sirable to teach the different tenses. To 
accomplish this, a boy or girl is directed 
to run slowly round tho room, when the 
teachcr and children say in unison, 
"T h at boy is running,” repeating tho 
sentence several times. The boy is then 
told to halt, and the teacher and pupils 
say in unison, "T hat boy did run;” 
again, "T hat boy is standing still,” 
‘‘That boy can run,” “ That boy is 
walking,” “ T hat boy walks fast,” “ 1 
can walk,'* “ I cunruu,” “ Id id w alk ,” 
e ta 


These and other sentences, as they 
are spoken, are written on the black­ 
board by tho teaclier, and the pupils 
w rite thorn on their slates. Thus they 
are taught tho language and taught to 
spell, read and write almost simultane­ 
ously.

A RED HOT SOUND MONEY TALK 


Grand Parade and Bin Demonstra- 


tions Before the Speech in 


Conkey's Hall.

iu which they liavo been described at 
length by their discoverers.

Teaching Tlieta English. 


The simple and effective method of 


teadaug English to the children of Ital- 
ians, Portuguese, Polish and German 
Jews used in tho north end schools uf 
Boston might profitably bo adopted by 
olher cities which aro obliged to faco 
tho fact that within their borders aro 
thousands of foreign children who know 
nothing of tho customs, institutions or 
language of this country. A writer in 
tho Boston Transcript thus describes tho 
method: 


Tho childreu, within p. few days after 


their arrival, aro Kent to tho public 
schools, as a rule without compulsion, 
and hero they aro first of all taught the 
English language. It is done by a sys- 
tem of object lessons. Tho teachers in 
tho elementary rooms aro young women, 
as men would not bo patient enough to 
accomplish the best results. 


Tho teacher may poinc to her oyo and 


say, '' This is my eye,'' repeating i t sev- 
eral times and requiring tho pupils to 
repeat it in unison. Other portions of 
tho body are pointed out in u similar 
manner, and then familiar objects in 
the room aro in the samo way brought 
to tho attention of tho children. 


Later, when they have made sufficient 


progress in the language, it becomes de- 
sintblo to teach tho different tenses. To 
accomplish this, a boy or girl is directed 
to ruu slowly round tho room, when tho 
tuacher and children say in unison, 
"That boy is running," repeating tho 
sentence several times. Tho boy is theu 
told to httlt, and tho teacher and pupils 
say iu unison, "That boy did run;" 
again, "That boy is standing still," 
"That boy can-run," "That boy is 
walking," "That boy walks fast," "I 
can walk," "I caurun," "Ididwalk," 
eta 


These arid other sentences, as they 


oro spoken, aro written on tho black- 
board by tho teacher, and tho pupils 
writo them ou their slates. Thus they 
lire taught tho language and taught to 
spoil, read uud writo almost simultane- 
ously.
